After  more  than  41  years  of  service  with  the  Company 
Leon  W.  Weir,  Assistant  Vice  Presiilent,  retired  last 
month  to  his  home  in  West  Falmouth,  Me.  Mr.  Weir 
was  born  in  Maine;  it  was  there  he  spent  his  first  years 
with  the  Company;  and  there  many  old  friends  were 
waiting  to  greet  him.

Wearing  its  civic  |)ii{Ie  with  the  assurance  that  has 
come  from  over  two  hitiulred  years  of  successful  living, 
the  Town  ol  Brunswick,  Maine,  serenely  carries  on  its 
husiness,  enjoys  the  hoses  of  Bowiloin  (lollege  students 
each  new  college  year  hrings,  and  prepares  to  meet  each 
new  ptoblcm  with  as  much  fervor  as  when  its  townsix'ople 
converted  the  local  eyesore,  a  beaver  swamp,  into  its 
piescnt  attractive  Mall.  It  is  regal  even  in  name;  it  was 
named  in  honor  of  the  Elector  of  Brunswick-Luneiiberg, 
who  in  1714  was  crowned  King  George  1  of  England.’ 

Brunswick  is  ideally  situated  near  Casco  Bay,  Harps- 
well,  Orr  s  and  Bailey  Islands,  and  is  a  short  traveling 
ilistance  to  any  of  the  resort  towns  which  have  made  the 
Maine  coast  famous.  Aferrymeeting  Bay,  where  the 
-Androscoggin  and  Kennebec  Rivers  join,  is  but  a  few 
miles  to  the  north  and  Bath.

By  } line  10,  17 15,  tlie  Mitssachuseits  Genera]  Com  t  had 
arranged  lor  the  laying  out  of  the  township  of  Briiiis- 
wiek,  but  it  was  riot  until  Februarv  of  1739  that  the  totvti 
was  incorporated.  lu  those  early  days,  Bnmswirk  was  a 
himf)er  town,  and  here  tlie  sailing  ships  for  foreign  trade 
were  built.  Here,  too,  ships'  owners  and  tajuains  biiih 
their  beautiful  homes.  Tlie  Curtis  Memorial  Library  in 
lirunswick  is  a  memorial  to  Ca[Haln  John  Curtis  ant! 
models  of  ships  tliat  once  called  Brunswick  home  port 
are  displayed  there. 

Brunswick's  Maine  Street,  known  for  many  years  as 
Twelve  Rod  Road,  is  one  of  the  widest  in  the  State. 
Early  settlers  reasoned  that  a  witle  strip  of  laiul  separating 
the  woodlands  from  the  settlcnient  would  keep  the 
Imliaiis  IVom  staging  a  surprise  attack.  In  182 1  tlie  road 
was  named  in  honor  of  the  new  State  of  Maine, 

Less  than  fifty  years  after  Brunswick's  incorporation, 
.something  happened  wltich  greatly  influenced  the  town's 
developmenL  On  June  24,  1794,  Massachusetts  Governor 
Samuel  Adams  signed  the  charter  for  a  new  college  for 
the  District  of  Maine,  The  College  was  named  for 
Ciolonial  Governor  James  Bowdoin  and  iwo  years  later 
a  plateau  in  runs  wick  was  chosen  as  the  college  site. 
Seven  towns  in  the  district  were  vying  lor  the  honor 
of  having  the  College,  l>ut  Brunswdrk,  vvdiich  ollereti 
thirty  acres  of  land  and  tlren  upped  the  offer  to  200 
acres  more,  won. 

In  1802,  the  first  college  huilding,  Massachusetts  Hall, 
was  completed  and  eight  students  attended  the  opening 
session.  Then  the  Hall  was  both  classroom  and  dormi¬ 
tory;  now  it  houses  the  College's  Administrative  Offices. 
From  these  small  beginnings,  this  “salt-water"  liberal  arts 
college  for  men  has  steadily  grown  sdiolastically,  even 
though  it  has  remained  small  physically,  believing  that 
education  is  a  pei  sonal  project  and  not  a  mass  produciion 
atlair,  its  beautifiil  campus  is  welbfringed  w'ith  the  ever 
lovely  Bowdoin  Pines;  its  library,  Hubbard  Half  houses 
a  22 1, 000* volume  collection  and  its  Walker  Art  Museum 
contains  the  lai'gest  collection  of  colonial  portraits  in  the 
country.

EARNING  to  deal  with  people  as  individuals  is  our 

Aj  prime  responsibility/’  stated  President  Harrell  in 
a  recent  address  in  which  he  furtlicr  pointed  out  that 
tlie  really  successful  business  leader  of  today  “must  rec¬ 
ognize  and  share  the  human  emotions  of  those  about 
him.’'  1  hese  two  statements,  directed  at  American  busi¬ 
ness  in  general,  epitomize  the  feeling  of  the  Bell  System 
as  a  whole,  and  of  the  New  England  Company  in  par¬ 
ticular  toward  the  importance  of  having  good  human 
relations  in  management. 

For  years  the  Bell  System  has  encouraged  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  teamwork  and  devotion  to  the  service.  In  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  importance  of  good  personnel  relations 
and  the  need  for  a  continuing  program,  designed  to 
maintain  efFeetive  teamivork  once  it  is  developed,  plans 
designed  to  assist  and  encourage  management  people  in 
their  work  in  this  field  have  been  in  progress  for  some 
years. 

During  the  fall  of  1951,  to  strengthen  this  effort,  the 
Personnel  Department  expanded  its  training  organiza¬ 
tion  under  the  guidance  of  Wayne  Keith,  General  Em¬ 
ployment  and  Training  Supervisor.  C.  H.  Bauer  was 
appointed  General  Personnel  Assistant  with  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  training  in  the  field  of  Human  Relations  in 
Management.  Three  district  level  supervisors  joined 
this  group,  being  loaned  from  their  field  assignments. 
They  are  Arnold  Nichols,  John  Lightbown  and  B.  K. 


Way*  d'his  group  picked  up  the  conference  discussions 
of  Human  Relations  in  Management  which  were  origi¬ 
nally  started  in  the  winter  of  1948-49.  Three  eight-day 
conference  groups  were  completed  in  November  and 
December*  Four  groups  met  in  January  and  additional 
groups  are  scheduled  through  the  spring  of  this  year. 
Through  these  efforts  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  all 
management  people  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  the  Human  Relations  principles* 

The  Management  Training  program,  which  is  based 
upon  the  Human  Relations  principles,  is  to  be  continued 
under  the  leadership  of  Kirk  Taylor,  General  Personnel 
Assistant*  Conference  leaders  were  assigned  from  the 
different  departments  to  work  with  Mr*  Taylor,  They 
are  Ralph  Beattie,  James  Poach,  William  French  and 
Allan  H,  Aston.  This  group  develops,  and  introduces 
to  the  field,  conference  material  having  to  do  with  Com¬ 
pany  practices  and  policies  which  experience  indicates 
might  be  helpful  to  management  people  in  their  con¬ 
tacts  with  reporting  people. 

The  dual  purpose  of  this  program  of  Management 
Development  is  to  h^lp  management  people  in  estab¬ 
lishing  on-the-job  relationships  with  employees  that  will 
encourage  the  doing  of  a  good  job  with  the  maximum 
satisfaction  in  the  doing  of  it,  and  assisting  management 
people  in  their  efforts  to  give  all  employees  a  more  com¬ 
plete  understanding  of  matters  of  interest  to  them.

New  Maine  Toll  Cables  Aid  Military  Installations 


Com  pi  Cl  ion  of  the  Bangor  to  Prescjue  Isle  toll  cable 
projcci  early  last  fall  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  cable 
l>roject  between  Portland  and  Brunswick  recently,  will 
provide  the  additional  circuits  required  by  die  State's 
defense  areas. 

Despite  wintry  weather,  line  crews  arc  already  con¬ 
structing  the  new  toll  calile  lietw'een  Portland  and  Bruns¬ 
wick*  d'his  major  project,  involving  an  expenditure  of 
nearly  one-lliird  of  a  million  dollars,  includes  the  con¬ 
struction  of  o\'er  200  new  poles,  20  miles  of  new  aerial 
cable  ami  almost  six  miles  of  underground  buried  and 
submarine  cables.  The  total  project  will  retjuire  nearly 
20,000  man-hours  to  complete  and  should  be  ready  by 
spring, 

Adiiiiimial  N  carrier  circuits,  while  planned  to  pro¬ 
vide  still  more  facilities  for  the  large  air  bases  at  Bruns¬ 
wick,  Biingor,  Presque  Isle  and  Limestone,  wall  also  take 
care  of  increased  toll  service  requirements  nortli  of 
Portland  to  other  major  cities  and  rural  sections  of 
Maine,  Residents  along  the  route  of  the  new"  cable  in 
the  Portland,  Falmouth,  taimberland,  Yannoiiih  and 
Freeport  areas  will  also  benefit  from  the  new'  installa¬ 
tion  since  the  new  cable  includes  some  additional  lines 
for  local  subscribers'  services  in  addition  to  the  impor- 
lant  toll  and  trunk  lines  for  eventual  dial  conversion 
in  the  latter  three  towns.  At  the  start  the  cable  contains 
550  pairs  of  wire  and  drops  off  gradually  to  64  pairs  at 
the  Brunswick  end.  Between  Brunswick  and  Portland

I  he  157-mile-long  Bangor-Presque  Isle  cai>le  project, 
cc>mpleted  last  fall,  made  use  of  tfie  newest  in  Bell  Lab¬ 
oratories  and  Western  Lleciric  developments,  among 
them  alpeth  cable  carrietl  on  a  long  span  pole  line.  To 
lake  care  of  the  N-l  carrier  systems  arountl  which  tlie 
entire  project  was  designed,  seven  Inii Idlings  to  house 
repeater  eqiii]>menL  had  to  be  erected  and  14  pole- 
mounted  auxiliary  equipment  installations  had  to  be 
made.  In  detail,  there  was  approximately  141  miles  of 
aerial  cable  construction,  10  miles  of  lunied  cable,  tw'o 
miles  of  underground  caljle  with  four  miles  of  existing 
cable  being  used.  The  [>ole  line  consisted  of  64  miles 
of  new  line  constructed  for  telephone  use  only,  ^14  miles 
of  line  lor  joint  use  with  power  companies,  with  S3  miles 
of  the  existing  toll  pole  line  being  uiili/ed. 

Although  the  major  construction  activity  was  in  the 
Hangor-Presqne  Isle  area,  other  im[Jonant  work  asso¬ 
ciated  wath  it  had  to  be  completetl  on  the  same  urgent 
schedule.

I1ie  existing  cables  between  Presque  Isle,  Caribou 
and  Limestone,  a  distance  of  26  miles,  also  were  un¬ 
loaded  anti  equipped  for  N-l  carrier  operatioir  Backing 
up  all  this  was  the  addition  of  K  carrier  channels  be¬ 
tween  Boston  arul  Deep  Cut,  necessitating  the  unloading 
of  quads  in  die  east  and  west  cables  betw'een  Portland 
and  Deep  Cut. 

Aerial  survey  maps,  loaned  by  the  U.  S.  Soil  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission,  were  hel])lid  in  selecting  six  miles  of 
private  property  right-of-way  and  afforded  constant  loca¬ 
tion  checks  as  surveying  progressed;  portable  radio  sets 
enabled  strand  placing  crew's  to  pull  in  5000-foot  lengths 
of  strand  where  the  use  of  hand  signals  would  have  been 
impossible.  'The  work  w^as  so  scheduled  and  teamwork 
w^as  so  marked  that  not  only  w^ere  the  original  schedules 
met,  lint  in  most  cases  w-ork  was  completed  ahead  of 
schedule. 

While  all  this  w^as  in  progress,  the  Building  Engineer's 
Department  w'as  purchasing  land,  letting  contracts  and 
su{iervising  the  erection  of  the  carrier  ecjuipiiient  build¬ 
ings.  The  N  carrier  system  w^as  so  new'  tliat  building 
requirements  w'ere  not  known.  It  was  known  diat  some 
equipment  would  not  operate  satisfactorily  in  tempera¬ 
tures  above  1 00°  F.  To  combat  this,  the  walls  w^ere  made 
double  w'ith  an  air  space  between  and  the  exteriors  were 
treated  w'ith  a  white  sealing  preparation  to  prevent  water 
absorption  reflecting  the  sutTs  rays.  For  a  similar  reason, 
w^hite  asbestos  shingles  were  used  on  the  roofs.  Tem¬ 
porarily  filled  openings  were  left  in  the  walls,  too,  so 


that  ventilating  fans  could  be  installed  if  needed. 

While  these  repeater  buildings  were  small,  a  site  about 
lOO  square  feet  was  desired  so  that  the  surrounding  area 
could  be  kept  brush  free,  reducing  the  fire  hazard.  At 
Lincoln  it  was  decideti  to  include  .space  in  the  building 
for  a  new  dial  central  office  so  this  was  the  first  site 
selected.  Here,  consideration  had  to  be  given  to  securing 
a  location  at  or  near  the  w'ire  center  to  satisfy  local 
exchange  requirements  as  well  as  toll  transmission  prob¬ 
lems.  i  hen  the  other  |>ropo.sed  re]>eater  stations  w^ere 
spotted  on  maps  at  points  which  satisfied  transmission 
requirements  so  critical  that  a  site  liad  to  be  within  500 
feet  of  each  of  the  points.  If  it  proved  im[iossib!e  to 
procure  a  site  at  any  one  of  these  points,  all  of  them 
W'ould  have  to  be  respaced  and  relocated. 

Meanw'hile,  Equi]>ment  Jnsiallation  w^as  setting  uj)  its 
schedules  and  facing  a  number  of  problems  of  its  ow'u. 
First,  terminal  equijjment  had  to  be  installed  at  the 
Bangor  Central  Office  and  the  Deep  Cut  Repeater  Sta¬ 
tion  in  Bruiiswuck  before  any  installation  work  could 
proceed  from  Bangor  to  Presque  Isle.  Repeater  equip¬ 
ment  w^as  also  installed  at  three  intermediate  existing 
control  office  buildings  between  Deep  Cut  and  Bangor 
plus  equipment  in  three  new^  control  office  buildings  and 
at  eight  pole  stations. 

Equipment  associated  with  the  Bangor- Presque  Isle- 
Limestone  project  necessitated  the  installation  of  ter¬ 
minal  and  repeater  equipment  in  five  central  offices,  one 
new  central  office,  six  new  main  repeater  stations  and 
sixteen  pole  stations.

Copper  Shortage  Delays  Telephone  Construction  Programs — 
Bell  System  To  Test  Aluininuin  Wire  If  Metal  Can  Be  Obtained 


The  acute  shortage  of  copper  supplies  now  lacing  the 
nation  will  prove  to  be  a  major  obstacle  to  the  Bell 
System  in  1952  in  carrying  out  its  number  one  task  of 
supplying  essential  communications  services  to  the  armed 
forces  and  to  our  natioirs  defense  mobilization  program. 

Copper  is  used  in  huge  quantities  not  only  for  the  wire 
and  cables  over  which  telephone  calls  travel  but  in  the 
manufacture  of  practically  all  apparatus  in  the  vast  tele¬ 
phone  netwmk.  At  present  the  industry's  needs  as  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  National  Production  Authority  call  for 
19,900  tons  of  copper  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  yean 
The  NPA  has  allocated  copper  supplies  for  the  first 
quarter  that  fall  25  per  cent  short  of  our  needs  for  the 
period.  Even  with  stringent  conservation  methods  and 
the  use  of  substitutes  the  14^400  tons  allocated  is  not 
nearly  enough. 

If  copper  allocations  continue  at  present  levels  more 
than  1,000,000  people  w'ho  w'ill  want  service  in  1952  will 
be  unable  to  get  it.  In  spite  of  the  Bell  System  having 
added  equipment  in  the  last  six  years  to  serve  15,000,000 
new  telephones  there  are  at  present  BOO, 000  people  wait¬ 
ing  for  service.  Another  1,800,000  are  party  line  users 
w'ho  are  w'aiting  for  better  grades  of  service*  Our  com¬ 


munications  system  has  no  spare  facilities  available  for 
any  widespread  demands.  The  only  answ^er  is  to  enlarge 
the  system  and  this  requires  an  adequate  supply  of  copper. 

The  Bell  companies  are  determined  to  provide  tele¬ 
phone  service  to  just  as  many  people  as  possible  and  are 
intensifying  their  search  for  substitutes  to  offset  shortages 
of  raw^  materials.  The  Bell  System  has  appealed  to  the 
NPA  for  an  allotment  of  aluminum  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1952.  If  the  NPA  can  allot  it,  the  metal  will 
enable  Bell  System  engineers  to  advance  experiments 
with  aluminum  wire  to  the  test  installation  stage. 

Use  of  aluminum  wire  poses  a  number  of  problems 
in  cable  design,  manufacture  and  installation.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  joining  ends  of  xvire  together,  a  relatively  simple 
operation  when  copper  is  used,  calls  for  the  development 
of  new  and  more  costly  splicing  techniques.  Trial  instal¬ 
lation  of  the  aluminum  wire  cable  will  make  it  possible 
to  study  these  problems  under  conditions  of  actual  use. 
The  ability  to  produce  aluminum  wire  cable  in  quanti¬ 
ties  large  enough  to  make  a  substantial  response  to  the 
demand  for  telephone  service,  however,  will  depend  on 
future  availability  of  increased  quantities  of  aluminum 
as  w^ell  as  steel,  polyethylene,  etc.  used  in  its  manufacture.

Plant  ^^aMager,  who  explained  the  underlying  ]>rinriples  in 
job- pi  aiming  and  business  economics. 

The  primary  object  of  the  conference  was  to  accjuainL  tlie  fore¬ 
men  with  the  findings  of  several  field  studies.  In  order  to  develop 
:  die  entire  subject  of  cost  control,  jiapers  were  read  on  the  major 

I  aspects  of  the  installation  job,  on  Safety,  Force  Results  Plan,  Time 

Sheet  Rejjorting,  Control  of  Property  I)amage,  M.V.  and  Su[)plies 
Problems,  Craftsmanshijj,  I'rends  in  CJosts  and  Results,  Results  of 
Field  Studies. 

\  ^  The  ])rincipal  pa]:>er,  Results  of  Field  Studies,  was  an  incpiiry 

y  into  the  effect  the  foreman  has  on  performance.  Idie  conclusion 

was  that  he  is  the  key  figure  in  our  organ i/aticjn.  jol)s  which  were 
well  planned  anti  which  tvere  under  the  scrutiny  during  [>rogress 
of  a  foreman  wath  basic  training  in  teaching,  planning,  job  lech- 
ni([ues  and  human  relations,  met  the  standards  of  both  cost  and 
((iialiiy.  Also  the  morale  of  the  foremen  and  the  workmen  was 
better  when  [n'gli  stanclards  were  sought  and  met. 

A  by-product  of  the  study,  but  a  very  valuable  one,  was  die 
reali/ation  that  cost  estimates  should  be  at  hand  before  plans  are 
approved  for  the  eomjyleiion  of  the  larger  jobs.  The  best  plan 
governs  only  how  tile  work  shoiild  be  done;  a  cost  estimate  deter¬ 
mines  whether  the  jdan  should  be  followed  or  modified. 

As  an  ilhistiatioii  of  the  relationship  c^f  cost  estimating  and  plan¬ 
ning.  customers  often  make  requests  without  aj^preciaiing  the  costs 
involved.  To  have  complete  service  at  all  times  during  a  rearrange¬ 
ment;  to  have  all  wiring  concealed;  these  are  commonplace  requests. 
They  often  involve  large  ex  pend  it  tires. 

The  eiistoiner  if  ajqiroached  properly  is  invariably  agreeable  tfj 
counter  proposals.  In  fact,  the  more  interest  we  show  in  economi¬ 
cal  jiroced tires,  the  better  oiir  standing  becomes  with  the  average 
customer.  As  a  business  man  he  respects  ns  tlie  more  for  our 
interest  in  costs.

An  efficient  methoii  eliniinates  needless  delays  caused 
by  prolongetf  searching  loi'  an  exiensioii  ninnber.  It  also 
rejects  any  record  system  which  lakes  the  attendant's 
eyes  from  her  switcli  board  key  shelf  and  rules  out  a 
centralized  .system  which  recjiiires  trunking  to  a  special 
information  position  or  desk.  It  also  eliminates  the 
booklet  tyjjc  of  directory  and  the  swing-leaf  type  usually 
attached  above  the  muluple  of  the  stv  itch  board. 

The  approved  type  of  record  is  a  sloping,  compact 
metal  unit  measuring  7i/!j  x  fji/o  inches  and  incfies 
at  its  highest  point*  T  he  unit,  ec| nipped  with  non-skid 
base  strips,  rests  securely  on  the  switchboard  keyshelf 
vvithoiii  obstnicting  the  vision  or  the  movements  of 


the  attendants.  Its  capacity  may  be  as  high  as  4500  lisl- 
ings  and  tfie  accessibility  and  readability  of  each  entry 
permit  its  efficient  use  by  two  attendants,  ll  has  12  ivire 
cross  pieces  to  which  as  many  as  four  transparent  plastit 
pockets  or  envelopes  may  be  attached  to  swing  ujiwarils 
and  back  under  easy  and  complete  control  of  t>iie  finger. 

Most  businesses  realize  the  importance  of  having  the 
best  possible  in  form  at  ion  records,  but  since  they  have 
to  bear  the  rather  large  expense  of  printing  up  several 
sets  of  alphabetical  listings,  many  of  them  liave  settled 
h>r  less  efficient  systems* 

Metropolitan  PBX  Supervisor  Thomas  P.  Williams 
found  a  rvay  to  defeat  this  cost  factor  at  Raytheon.  I  Ic 
knew  that  most  large  companies  provide  a  printed 
directory  lor  PBX  extension  users.  Me  hit  upon  the 
itlea  of  cutting  up  the  directory  pages  and  pasting  them 
on  a  master  slieet*  This  sheet  is  then  photographed  and 
at  the  same  time  reduced  in  size  to  fit  tlie  transparent 
envelopes  of  the  switchboard  directory  holder*  From 
the  film  negatives  tlic  required  nnnibei-  of  comjjlete  sets 
n^ay  be  planted  at  a  very  reasonable  cost.

OPERATOR  SPREADS  FIRE  ALARM 

Charlotte  Crocker,  Operator  for  the  Eustls 
Telephone  Company,  was  alone  at  the  switch¬ 
board  In  Stratton,  Me.,  on  the  evening  of 
October  27  when  she  received  a  call  at  about 
8:30  P.M.  saying  that  the  Stratton  Light  and 
Power  Company's  power  house  was  ablaze.  The 
fire  siren  would  not  work  as  the  boilers  at  the 
mill  where  it  Is  located  were  being  Inspected 
and  no  steam  was  available.  Mrs.  Crocker  im¬ 
mediately  called  the  homes  of  the  volunteer 
firemen,  and  upon  learning  that  many  of  them 
were  attending  the  once-a-week  movie  show, 
sent  a  messenger  to  the  theatre  to  request  that 
the  show  be  Interrupted  and  the  firemen  asked 
to  report  at  once.  In  a  short  time  about  50 
volunteers  arrived  to  fight  the  fire  which  de¬ 
stroyed  the  power  house  and  threatened  to 
spread  to  the  surrounding  buildings  of  the 
village.  But  for  Mrs.  Crocker's  prompt  action, 
the  fire  could  have  developed  Into  a  major 
conflagration  and  would  have  destroyed  a 
large  part  of  the  town.  Her  work  was  made 
more  difficult  because  of  the  loss  of  lights  and 
ringing  power  at  the  central  office,  necessitat¬ 
ing  a  change  to  the  emergency  power  system 
before  she  could  complete  the  calls.
